create a considerable eore on the 
human body. !•;; is generally ascribed 
to an unhealthy condition of the 
blood, but a close microscopical ex- 
amination will show that it is due to 
the presence of microbes thus intro- 
duced into the system. So with an. 
apple, a peach, a pear or a grape. 
The fruit may lie perfectly Bound and 
healthy, but on the skin or covering 
may be microbes, which, introduced 
into the human system, will breed 
disease. 
These germs are not un- 


common, neither are they always 
present. It is possible to eat this 
covering without injury, but the 
danger is such that it is best uot to 
incur the risk.—St. Louis 
patch.

dersigned members of City Council of 
Lima, desirous of discharging our 
dutj' to our constituents and our 
oath of offlce, leel called upon, owing 
to the mis-statements and misrepre- 
sentations of interested parties and 
the general excitement arising there- 
from, to explain briefly 
why we 


adopted the Hall wood, patent block 
for the paving of the public square.

ial which is proposed by some to 
force upon the taxpayers of this city, 
We are aware that, in a large meas- 
ure, 
what is the best of anything is 


a matter of opinion. 
But in this 


case we had before us the testimony 
of the sad experience of some cities 
which had actually used the Canton 
Sale material, both in the 
form of 


brick and block, and we considered it 
would be an imposition upon the tax- 
payers of this city to adopt that ma- 
terial, In tlie face of the demand here 
to put down the best. 


In our endeavors to find the best 


brick, we inquired of a great many
